eral lines, and shook him warmly by the 
hand. Captain G. B. Johnson, of Grif- 
fin, was introduced by Governor Boynton 
as “‘the most able rebel in Georgia.”

“It is an interesting fact,” said he, as 
quick as he could catch the ear of the 
crowd, ‘‘that the first joint debate in this 
contest should have been held in Griffin, 
Where, aS a wagon boy, I made my first 
dolar hauling cotton. I couldn’t find room 
in the wagon yard, and was given the 
hospitality of the floor of the warehouse 
by ‘ts owner. Today that gentleman pre- 
sides over this meeting, while the little 
wagon boy presents .his claims to you for 
the governorship of the state. 

“Let it be remembered,” said the colonel, 
“that this is a democratic meet- 
ing; that when we reach the result, which- 
ever may fail, it will be to support the 
nominee, whoever he may be.” 

Turning toward General Evans, who was 
listening closely, he said: 

“When I meet my competitor upon the 
field of politics, it is upon equal terms. 
His political ambition has led him on to 
the field of politics, while mine has done 
the same. Every issue of the campaign is 
to be met in this debate, but let it be re- 
membered that, so far as I am concerned, 
I am determined that there shall be no 
acrimony in this campaign. 

He Had Something Personal, 

*“‘There is something more,” said the col- 
onel, turning again to the audience, “in 
this campaign than mere personal issues.”’ 

He went on to say that the democratic 
party was now in power charged with 
the enacting of wholesome legislation for 
the people. It should see to it that .the 
rights of the states are preserved, the citi- 
zens protected, and that the great ques- 
tions of transportation and currency are 
met. 

“Let us review the present congress,” 
said he. ‘“‘All has not been done that we 
wished for, but there is nothing to be 
ashamed of. While it is true that the 
east and the south are disagreed on the 
currency, they are united with President 
Cleveland in the tariff battle for low taxes. 
The house has passed a tariff bill in which 
an income tax on the rich is provided for. 
Both houses have passed the bill for the 
coinage of the seigniorage. The odious 
election laws have been blotted out for- 
ever. 

‘Let us hold up the hands of the party, 
and deal with them as democrats. 

“We have the right to demand that the 
party shall carry out every pledge and 
every plank of the platform, 

“If some prove faithless,’’ said Colonel 
Atkinson, with rising inflection, ‘“‘let us 
stamp them under our feet, and hold up 
the banner of democracy in every cam- 
paign.

“That is not all that is needed. From the 
days that the crowned heads of Europe 
struck down silver, the people have suffer- 
ed. The national platform announces two 
plans for free coinage—one by international 
agreement, the other by legislation. The 
first plan is too remote, and, therefore, we 
should proceed, by legislation, to coin gold 
and silver as primary money of final pay- 
ment. This will increase the circulation. 
Silver coinage is not to be favored as a 
theory, but as a thing we need right now. 
It is time enough to talk of ratio when the 
necessity actually arises. 

“The people demand an increase of circu- 
lation; the repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
and tariff reform.” 

State Issues Taken Up. 

Leaving federal questions, Colonel At-

justice, the speedy trial of issues, the sus- 
tenance of public institutions, the mainten- 
ance of the railroad commission, the pro- 
tection of railroad against wrecking, and 
that the people are not robbed by ruinous 
rates. He would hold the penitentiary les- 
sees to their contracts, and see that con- 
vict labor is not brought ihto contact with 
free labor. The public schools should be 
fostered, so that no farmer would have it 
as an excuse for going to town that he 
wanted to educate his children. The pub- 
lic roads should be improved, and the state 
government conducted on the lowest possi- 
ble taxes. 

‘‘From these matters,”’ said Colonel Atkin- 
son, “I will turn to some of @ personal na- 
ture. It has been charged that I voted 
against the acceptance of the confederate 
soldiers’ home. In this I followed the dic- 
tates of my conscience. Investigation of 
these homes elsewhere proves that they are 
not satisfactory. There were two plans—one 
to pension the veterans; the other to put 
them in a home (pausing) in Atlanta!

Senator Colquitt Is Slowly Crossing the 
Dark River. 


GROWING WEARER EVERY HOUR 


His Devoted Ones Wutch and Hope 
Against Hope. 


A PRAYER FOR HIM IN .THE SENATE 


Colleagues Call to Proffer Aid—Telegrams 
of Sympathy Pour in Upon the Fam- 
ily—THb® End Believed to Be Near. 


Washington, March 21.—(Special.)—The 
soul of Georgia’s senator seems slipping si- 
lently away. All that is left now is his in- 
domitable will power and courage, which 
have kept him alive for two years, but 
seem powerless to sustain the spark of life 


much longer. 
This is not a second stroke of the dread 


disease which brought him near death's 
door before, but merely a wasting of the 
tissues of his body. He has struggled to 
live and to realize this hope has overtaxed 


his strength. 

Monday he was in the senate. Tonight he 
lies speechless yet conscious, The dread de- 
stroyer is near. He fell asleep at 1 o’clock 
this morning, and his waking was watched 
with hope as he haa slumbered through the 
critical moments of daybreak, the hour 
when so many sauisatake their flight. * 

The sun was high when finally his eyes 
unclosed. No change for the better was no- 
ticed. A loss of strength was perceptible, 
and he was still unable to swallow any 
nourishment. All day he laid thus on his 
back, his eyes sloyly following every move- 
ment in the room; unable to say what he 
wanted, declining to take that which he did 
not want. Aj the members of his family 
have been with him, watching at his bed- 
side every hour. The street on which he 
lives has been closed to carriages, and the 
neighborhood {s as silent as the country. 

Tomorrow must bring q change for the 
better or else the hours can be counted to 
his death. If he lives through the passing 
of this night until tomorrow, he may linger 
for several days. His physicians are unable 
to give the family hope, but they, though 
weary with watching, feel that he may 
still gather strength enough to live a little 
longer. Telegrams have been pouring .in 
from every part of Georgia, and his com- 
peers in the senate have been thronging his 
door, offering their sympathy and their aid. 
Prayers were offered in the senate for his 
recovery today, and it does seem that only 
divine providence can stop the passing of 

the soul. There Is no fever nor is there 
nausea. Should the latter come it would 
only waste his strength the more rapidly. 
A little brandy has been poured down his 
throat and fhis is the only nourishment his 
physicians have been able to administer. 

Senator Colquitt might have been in good 
condition toaay but for the fact that all 
along during the session he has overtaxed 
his strength in working for the interests of 
his constituents. He has been wheeled into 
the senate chamber nearly every day, and 
in his arm chair has made repeated visits 
each week to the departments in the inter- 
est of Georgians who had business to attend 
to. Though always in a feeble condition he 
has not neglected a single duty. He has 
been as attentive to his duties as any per- 
fectly sound senator in the chamber. But 
for his eagerness and earnestness to do his 
full duty he might have before him tonight 
the prospects of many years of life. 

1:30 a.m.—At 1 o’clock I saw Senator Colquitt 
andto me he appears to be a shade better. His 
breathing is with much effort and his eyes are 
closed at all times. Members of his family are 
more hopeful tonight than at any time since thia 
attack occurred. E. W. B. 


MR. CLEVELAND HESITATES. 


He Is Halting Between Two Opinions 
on the Bland Bill. 
Washington, March /21.—(Special.)—Yes- 
terday and today Mr. Cleveland has 
been more inclined to sign the seigniorage 
bill than he has been at any time since 
it was sent to him. He will, however, take 
abundance of time to consider it. Indeed, 
no one expects him to take any definite 
action before next Monday or Tuesday, He 

has until Thursday to act. 
Wants Pledges. 

Mr. Cleveland would sign the bill could 
he get two pledges from the leaders in both 
houses of congress—one that there would 
be no further effort at silver legislation at 
this session of congress; the other, that 
congress should immediately enact a law 
authorizing the issue of a large quantity 
of 3 per cent gold bonds in the event the 
secretary of the treasury deemed 1s neces- 
sary. He and Secretary Carlisle claim that 
if this authority was given they could pre- 
vent a run upon the gold in the treasury. 

Congress is, however, certainly not in- 
clined to provide for any further issue of 
bonds, and congress will not do it. 

As to any further silver legislation, 
opinion is divided. There are some men in 
both houses who want to make another at- 
tempt to pass a free coinage bill at this 
session of congress. They all, however, 
admit that a free coinage bill could not be 
adopted on account of the lack of vote. 
But they are, anxious to make another re- 
cord and force their colleagues to make an- 
other record before the people. The conser- 
vative silver men are not disposed to make 


any pledges to the president, but they are | A

Colonel Kilgore, of Texas, one of the mem- 
ters of this committee, says that he has 
always voted for free coinage and always 
will, but he don’t believe in attempting to 
deceive the people by telling them that a 
free coinage bill stands a chance of being 
adopted by this congress when it has been 
clearly proven that it does not. He be- 
lieves in fighting when there is a chaate of 
winning, but is opposed to voting and vot- 
ing and voting simply to repeat a record 
which he has already made when there is 
no chance of accomplishing anything by it. 
He thinks the people will elect enough free 
coinage men to the next congress to pass 
a free coinage bill. But he thinks there is 
no chance of winning in the fight until then. 

As a matter of fact, the silver democrats 
of the house are not inclined to make any 
pledges to the president. They want him 
to act on the seigniorage bill on its mer- 
its. They believe its merits entitle it to 
Mr. Cleveland’s signature, and they are 
hopeful that he will sign it. Knowing that 
they cannot get a free coinage bill through 
this congress, they will be very well satis- 
fied for the present to have the seignior- 
age bill to become a law. 

Yet no one knows what the president will 
do. The chances seem about even, guess- 
ing or speculating is like tossing a penny.

THE SEIGNIORAGE BILL. 


Mr. Bland Makes a Statement—The 
President Still Readiag on Finances. 
Washington, March 21.—Representative 

Bland, of Missouri, wishes it understood 

that the committee on coinage, weights and 

measures, of which he is chairman, has not, 
as a body, waited upon Secretary Carlisle 
to give any pledges as to their future ac- 
tion in case the seigniorage bill should be- 
come a law. The individual members, he 
says, may nave spoken with the secretary 
and assured him that iff the bill were sign- 
ed, there would be no further silver legisla- 
tion by this congress, but that if they uid 
this it was in their personal capacity and 
without any authority from the committee. 

Mr. Bland says that he has not seen Sec- 
retary Carlisle for some time; that he only 
saw the president for a moment the other 
day, and at this meeting simply expressed 
the hope that he would not veto the Dill. 
Mr. Bland adds that he has not abandoned 
his crusade in favor of free silver. He pur- 
poses putting such a bill through the house 
at this session if possible, without regard to 
the presidert’s action on the seigniorage 
bill. 

Secretary Carlisle was closeted with the 
president for an hour this afternoon at the 
executive mansion, discussing the seignior- 
age bill. The president is making up his 
mind on this matter with great deliberation, 
weighing all the facts presented, with judi- 
cial impartiality. His action in requesting 
the committee of the New York chamber of 
commerce not to visit him is explained by 
the statement that he wished to reach a 
conclusion by a study of. the subject with- 
out disturbance from outside presence, one 
way or the other. 


THE BONDHOLDERS MEET 


And Pass Resolutions Against the 
Seigniorage Bill. 

New York. March 21.—Purchasers of the 
$50,000,000 United States new 5 per cent 
bonds met at the Union Trust Company this 
afternoon to protest against the Bland 
seigniorage bill. President Williams, of the 
Chemical bank, presided and the following 
resolution was adopted. About twenty-five 
of the leading as York bank presidents 
and private bankers were present: 

“Resolved, That in the opinion of the 
representatives of the financial institutions 
ot New York who subscribed to the $50,000,000 
5 per cent loan and made it a success, the 
coimage of silver seigniorage would en- 
danger the financial stability of the gov- 
ernment and would inflict upon a suffering 
people pernicious and unnecessary legisla- 
tion which would be far reaching in its 
disastrous consequcnces.”’ 


SiX JUMPED FROM WINDOWS 


But the Rest of the Children Were 
Marched Through the Smoke. 
Chicago, March 21.—The four-story pub- 
lic school building, in South Evanston, 
thirteen miles north of this city, caught 
fire from some mysterious cause shortly 
before noon today, and was completely de- 
s.royed. Six of the panic-strucked pupils, 
surrounded by smoke and fire, took the des- 
perate chances of jumping from the third 
and fouth story windows to escape what 
seemed to be certain death, and were se- 
verely, but probably not fatally injuged. 
The remainder of the children who retain- 
ed enough composure to listen to the plead- 
ings of their teachers and the firemen, 
were marched through the thickening smoke 
to fresh air and safety. The loss on the 

buiiding is $50,000. 


PRAYER FOR SENATOR COLQUITT. 


Chaplain Milburn Refers to the Sick 
Senator in His Prayer.. 

Washington, March 21.—The very serious 
illness of Senator Colquitt, of Georgia, from 
a second attack of paralysis yesterday at 
his residence in this city, was referred to 
in Chaplain Milburn’s opening prayer this 
morning.

Major Shelby then told what he said

| “*Good morning, Colonel Breckinridge,’ 
‘she said. Colonel Breckinridge supposed it 
Was some person he had met, but he could 
mot place her, so he said: ‘I suppose I 
ought to know you, but I do not.’ Then 
/ she introdueed herself, saying that her 
‘father was a great admirer of John C., 
Breckinridge, and had put ‘Breckinridge’ 
tm her name. After a few more words, 
they separated. 

. Madeline Wrote to Him. 

‘Several months later, in 1834, the de- 
fendant,’’ said Major Shelby, “‘received a 
letter from the plaintiff asking him to 
come to Cincinnati and assist her by his 
advice, and we propose to show by this 
letter—a second letter—in which she urged 
him to come to the Wesleyan college to 
see her—”’ 

“Hold on,’ said Judge 
read that letter.’ 

“I won't read it,’’ said Major Shelby. 
Then he went on to sketch other points in 
the defense. 

In this second letter, he said, Miss Pol- 
lard had told him-the nature of her busi- 
ness with him, in reply to one from him, 
saying that he could not come at that 
time. But, about ten days later, he had 
business in Covington with Governor 
Stevens, and while there he thought of 
the request of this young girl, and de- 
cided to go to Wesleyan college, and did 
‘go over to Cincinnati for that purpose on 
August 1, 1884. 

Major Shelby then referred to Miss Pol-~ 
Jard’s age at the time Colonel Breckinridge 
met her, and he claimed that she was 
then not seventeen, but between twenty 
and twenty-one years old, and he said he 
would show the jury by the testimony of 
Dr. Williams that when her sister was 
born, in 1866, the plaintiff was a little girl, 
running about the house. She was born, 
he said, in 1863, instead of 1866. Major 
Shelby told of the first conversation be- 
tween Migs Pollard and Colonel Breckin- 
mdge about the Rodes case, and he con- 
tended that Miss Pollard admitted that she 
had submitted her person to Mr. Rodes, 
Colonel Breckinridge advised carrying out 
the arrangement with Rodes, and, in the 
course of the conversaticn, she, not he, 
suggested that they go out in a closed 
carriage that night, and he consented. 

“J am authorized to state,’ said Major 
Bhelby, ‘“‘that there was no such remark 
by the defendant, about a weak throat, 
which caused him to bring a closed car- 
riage, nora headache, which compeiled him 
to forego the concert, and suggested that 
they ride instead. It was she who sug- 
gested thai they ride instead of going to 
the concert, and, during the course of that 
ride, illicit arrangements were established 
between them without objection, but with 
willingness on her part. They did not 
drive until 12 o’clock that night, but were 
back at the college at 10 o’clock. There 
was no meeting at the public library next 
day to arrange the Rodes case; no ar- 
rangement for going to Lexington; no bogus 
telegram sent by the defendant as an ex- 
cuse for her request that she be allowed 
to go home.” 

Puts It on Madeline. 

“When he took the train,’ continued 
Major Shelby, “he found the plaintiff on 
it. They traveled to Lexington together, 
and she, not he, suggested that he take 
her to the house of Sarah Guess. He was 
gurprised that she knew about such a place, 
and she said that she knew where it was 
located. They stayed there from that 
Sunday until Monday, when she returned to 
Cincinnati, their arrangement having been 
a<ompleted.”’ 

Major Shelby said he was also authorized 
to state that there was no suggestion made 
by the defendant that the plaintiff go to 
Lexington, but that she went there and 
entered Sayre institute without his knowl- 
edge, and he did not even know she was 
in Lexington until he met her one day on 
the street. The jllicit relations were con- 
tinued for several months thereaiter. The 
defendant had never visited her at Miss 
Hoyt’s, her boarding place, but every meet- 
ing was at the house of Sarah Guess. The 
defendant did not know when she went to 
Cincinnati, in February, 1885, to give birth 
to a child. He did not know she was in 
Cincinnati; he did not try to trace her up; 
and “I am authorized to deny absolutely, 
and we will show that there were no such 
arrangements rtmade by the defendant to 
conceal the plaintiff’s condition, or that 
he knew anything about her being in the 
eity of Cincinnati.” 

Major Shelby said the defense was pre- 
pared to show, and would show, that the 
claim of the plaintiff that she gave birth 
to a child at the Norwood fFoundling 
asylum, in 1885, was false. 

Miss Pollard, he continued, returned to 
Lexington in the fall of 1885, and there 
fell in with the plaintiff again. He had 
just been elected to congress, and was ar- 
ranging with the speaker (Major Shelby) 
to take charge of all of his law business. 
Wust before he came to Washington, he re- 
ceived a note from the piaintiff, asking 
him to come to see her, and, as a conse- 
quence, their relations were resumed, in a 
‘' Measure. Major Shelby claimed that dur- 
ing the visits of Colonel Breckinridge to 
Lexington, during his first term in con- 
gress, he had nothing to do with the plain- 
tiff. After the session ended, March 4, 
3885, he returned to Lexington, and, his 
family being away, and not liking hotel 
_ fife, he took board at Miss Hoyt’s, where 

the plaintiff was stopping; but there savas 
- Mo suggestion that their relations be re- 
" +gumed, and it was not until after she had 
‘@ horseback accident, in 1887, that there 
‘Was a resumption, and then only after 
’ she had been to his office several times 
to see him. That the defendant was re- 
Tt sponsible for Miss Pollard’s coming to 
Washington, Major Shelby denied, and said 
| that, on the contrary, the deféndant ad- 
gised her not to come. 

Major Shelby asked the jury to carefully 
‘consider the statement he had made that 
‘the plaintiff and the defendant had main- 
tained no relations for eighteen months 
fior to February, 1888, when she claimed 
se had given birth to a child. 

The Plea of Blackmail. 
Major Shelby claimed that, during Miss 
Bie! 2 20 lard’s residence in Washington, she

and had suffered a miscarriage, he ac- 
ceded to her demands: Major Shelby did 
not condone or excuse the fault of the de- 
fendant, but said many men had done the 
same thing, and been forgiven. The plain- 
tiff had it in her power to do him injury; 
she knew she had him more or less in 
her power—and she used it in getting 
money from him, and continuing their re- 
lations. 

Major Shelby went on to tell their rela- 
tions until the winter of 1890-91, when he 
contended that Miss Pollard, through the 
power she held over him, tried to make him 
introduce her into the houses of people she 
wanted to know and to give her money, 
which He could ill afford to give. He did 
not introduce her to private houses. She 
made his life a burden for him and pe 
tried to get her to go away, take’ advan- 
tage of opportunities for the development 
of her talents, and he offered to pay her 
expenses for such education, as little as 
he could afford to do so. This state of 
affairs continued until Mrs. Breckinridge 
died in 1892. The plaintiff in the fall of 
that year met the defendant while he was 
on a business trip in New York and pro- 
posed to him that she should go abroad 
to Berlin with Mrs. Willard and stay two 
years at Mrs. Willard’s school, on condi- 
tion that she went as his affianced wife. 
This proposition Mr. Breckinridge refused. 
He would not ljsten to anything concern- 
ing marriage, but through consideration for 
his family in the event of a scandal, he 
proposed that she go abroad and that he 
would allow her $125 a month, which no 
man in Washington could less afford to do 
at that time than Colonel Breckinridge. 
This offer, said Major Shelby, was refused 
by the plaintiff because she could not go 
Willard 
that she was Colonel Breckinridge’s affi- 
anced wife. After this time the improper 
relations were resumed. 

Mrs. Blackburn Suspicious. 

Major Shelby then told of what he con- 
tended was the circumstances in the.case 
last spring where the alleged engagement 
existed. He had previously denied Miss 
Pollard’s statement that Colonel Breckin- 
ridge had asked her to be his wife in Au- 
gust, 1892. Miss Pollard meanwhile had be- 
come acquainted with Mrs. Blackburn, 
Governor Blaékburn’s widow; had been to 
her house and had assisted at one of her 
receptions. Mrs. Blackburn began to gsus- 
pect something about the relations between 
Colonel Breckinridge and Miss Pollard, and 
had asked Miss Pollard about it. Miss Pol- 
lard told Colonel Breckinridge that when 
Mrs. Blackburn had questéoned her about 
the matter she had herself toid Mrs. 
Blackburn that she and Colonel Breckin- 
ridge were engaged. The defendant was 
angry and said he would go to Mrs. Black- 
burn and make a frank avowal of the 
illicit relations between them and deny the 
engagement. 

“The plaintiff begged him so not to ex, 
pose her,’’ said Major Shelby. ‘She begged 
him to give her another chance.’’ He final- 
ly suggested as a way out of the difficulty 
that she should go to New York, or scme- 
where, and gradually drop out of his life, 
he paying her expenses, and that in time 
what she had told Mrs. Blackburn would be 
forgotten. There was nothing done about 
what Mrs. Blackburn had been told; he 
dallied about matter. Then Miss Pollard 
told him that Mr. Blackburn wanted to 
see him and he went to see her. He told 
her that Miss Pollard was a foolish girl, 
given to making foolish statements and to 
doing foolish things. Soon after that Miss 
Pollard tried to shoct him in Mrs. Thomas’s 
house, but being stronger, he disarmed her. 

Concerning the visit to Mrs. Blackburn’s, 
in which the defendant acknowledged that 
he was engaged to Miss Pollard, Major 
Shelby said the plaintiff had induced him, 
by that influence whicn such women have 
over men to fail into her plan and to go 
to Mrs. Blackburn and acknowledge that 
they were engaged. She had a terrorizing 
influence over him. Sne had once attempt- 
ed to kill him, but worse than that, she had 
it in her power to ruin him completely by 
an exposition of their relations, and like 
many another good man, he was weak 
enough to fall into the trap. 

Becomes Engaged to Mrs. Wing. 

Between March 3lst, when Miss Pollard 
and Colonel Breckinridge called on Mra 
Blackburn to get her, and April 12, 1893, 
when Colonel Breckinridge went to Ken- 
tucky, he saw Mrs. Blackburn twice on 
private business and not in connection with 
Miss Pollard. He remained away until 
April 27th, and during that time Colonel! 
Breckinridge bécame engaged to his cousin, 
Mrs. Wing, for whom he had an admira- 
tion and an affection, and whom he had 
known for many years. 

“And I want to say here,” said Major 
Shelby, “that the intimation that Colonel 
Breckinridge sustained improper relations 
with the plaintiff after the time he became 
engaged to Mrs. Wing, is absolutely false 
and is a piece of barbarity that should: not 
be introduced here. It is an unnecessary, 
a wanton attack on a pure and defenseless 
lady.’’ 

Major Shelby told the reasons that in- 
duced Colonel Breckiaridge to marry Mrs. 
Wing on April 29th, the date of the secret 
marriage in New York. She was going 
east; he was going west; these were rea- 
sons that induced them to wish to consum- 
mate their engagement in marriage at this 
time. She had been ill and he wished to 
make her nearer to him before they parted. 

It was a mistake to keep it secret, but 
Colonel Breckinridge wanted his wife to 
get in the affections of his children before 
they knew he had married her. They were 
married then by Dr. Paxton and the fact. 
of the marriage was communicated to the 
intimate friends of Mrs. Wing. 

Major Shelby denied that Colonel Breckin- 
ridge, when he paid Dr. Parsons for at- 
tending Miss Pollard, knew that the plain- 
tiff had been delivefed of . child, but had 
supposed there was a miscarriage. The 
plaintiff, he said, was in the habit of an- 
noying Colonel Breckinridge in various 
ways, coming to his rooms when he was 
there and when he was not there. She 
looked over his privaté“Papers and looked 
into private feceptacles and took things 
away that did not belong to her. As to the 
little basket owned by the Mrs. Breckin- 
ridge, which Miss Pollard testified Colonel 
Breckinridge had given her, Major Shgiby 
said that the basket was taken from his 
rooms, and ke not seen it, nor did he 
know what had me of it. It was pro- 
duced in court. 

As to the visit to New York, during 
which Colonel Breckinridge was married, 
Major Shelby said that Colonel Breckin- 
ridge, on the Moriday two days after his 
marriage, went to the Hoffman house, 
where he had registered, to get some clothes. 
He found on arriving there that Miss Pol- 
lard had registered at the hotel as his 
daughter and had secured a room communi- 
cating with his. When he entered his 
room the plaintiff advanced from the ad- 
joining room with a pistol m her hand 
pointed at him and attempted to shoot 
him. He saved his life by shutting the 
door quic=ty and Miss Pollard threatened 
to shoot through the door. Colonel Breck- 


inridge asked her te lay the pistol down | 


' in the entry and go back into her room or 


‘the would have her arrested. He heard her 
lay the pistol! down, and he said he would 
ring for a bellboy to gét it. She went 
back into her room and he then opent® 
the door and secured the pistol. .Major 
Shelby said he would show that this was 
the same pistol with which Miss Pollard 
threatened his life in Washington. 
Another Version. 

After telling how penitent ™"ss Pollard 
was and. her willingness to agree to his 
proposition to go out of his Tife and about 
a conversation with Mrs. Blackburn in 
New York about Miss Pollard, Major Shel- 
by gave defendant’s version of the incident 
told yesterday on the stand by Miss Pol- 
lard—how she had gone to the house of 
Mrs. Wing to see Colonel Breckinridge and 
that Colonel an@ Mrs. Breckinridge had at- 
tempted to hide from her behind some 
curtains, when she said, ‘‘Willie, come out 
of that—come with me.” Major Shelby 
said Miss Pollard forced herself into Mrs. 

7ing’s house and Gemanded that Colonel 
Breckinridge come with her to attend to 
some important business. Major Shelby ad- 
mitted that Colonel Breckinridge obeyed. 

He referred to the visit to the chief of 
police and to the alleged attempt Miss Pol- 
lard made on the defendant’s life at the 
house of Mrs. Thomas, when Colonel Breck- 
inridge took the piste? from the frenzied 
young woman. Major Shelby acknowledged 
that Colonel Breckinridge went to Dr. Lin- 
eoln and asked him to do what*he could to 
make Miss Pollard comfortable. He tried 
to do what he coitld for ner comfort, under 
her claim that she wed pregnant by him, 
and if she had a child he intended to pro- 
vide for that child. Shoe went to New York 
in accordance with her promise to go out 
of his life under the arrangement proposed, 
but she came back to Washington, and it 
was at this time that Couonel Breckinridge 
wrote the letters about senaing her to a 
sanitarium or to some place where she 


might be comfortable for the summer. 

It was at this time that the desperate Wwo- 
man said Major Shelby, took further means 
to force him to marry her by causing the 
publication of an announcement of their 
engagement. 

“Now, gentlemen of the jury, I have 
shown you the relations of this plaintiff and 
this defendant without attempting to eX- 
cuse or condone,” said Major Shelby, ‘‘and 
I have been frank, and we will be frank In 
all we have to do here and on the stand. 
We wish to conceal nothing and will not 
do so.” 

There was another aspect of this case, 
sa... Major Shelby. No matter what sort of 
action this plaintiff had instituted the ques- 
tion of the plaitiff’s moral character should 
be taken into consideration. She claimed 
she had never been intimate with any one 
but the defendant, but it would be shown 
that such was not the case. He sketched 
various events that would be testified to. 
The plaintiff had denied that she went 
through the form of a mock inarriage with 
Aleck Julian, and¢that she had ever want- 
ed to go to Chicago with Mr. Rozell. Depo- 
sitions from these persons would be intro- 
duced to show the contrary. Jt would also 
be shown that she had visited hcuses of ill- 
repute with other persons than the defend- 
ant, and that she maintained some sort of 
intimate relations with Mr. Rodes, Mr. 
Rozeli and Professor Obermenner. It would 
be shown that she was not a young, inno- 
cent schoolgirl, of seventeen, but an expe- 
rienced woman of twenty or twenty-two. 

Judge Wilson objected to a reference of 
Major Shelby to what had been disciosed 
by Miss Pollard’s testimony, saying Major 
Shelby avas going beyond the bounds of an 
option statement, and Judge Bradley mid 
Major Shelby to keep to what he expected 
to show. 

Continuing, Major Shelby said this action 
had not been brought for any other reason 
but the plaintiff's expressly announced pur- 
pose of breaking down this man, of destroy- 
ing his character and influence, and of dis- 
gracing his tamily, and all because she had 
failed to force him into compliance with her 
scheme to make him marry her. 

Major Sheiby maintained that mere words 
did not constitute a contract when the par- 
ties to it knew there was to be no compli- 
ance with that contract, and this he claim- 
ed to be the case concerning Colonel Breck- 
inridge and Miss Pollard. There was in 
point of. fact, no contract of marriage be- 
tween them, but merely a semblance of an 
engagement. 

On this statement of facts, said Major 
Shelby, the defendant submitted his case. 
Sister Agnes’s Deposition, 
There was a buzz when Major Shelby sat 
down, and then, after a consultation. Mr. 
Stoll, for the defense, offered as evidence, 
the deposition of Sister Agnes Regina 
Brown, of St. Joseph's Foundling asylum, 

at Norwood, near Cincinnati. 

Sister Agnes discredits all of Miss Pol- 
lard’s statements concerning the asylum, 
and asserts that Miss Pollard had never 
been at the asylum until she came to se- 
cure testimony in her behalf. She deposed 
that during April, May and June, 1885, when 
Miss Pollard claims she was there, there 
were no patients whom she did not know, 
and that none of the patients wore veils 
all the time as Miss Pollard said that 
she did. 

Sister Agnes deposed that Miss Pollard 
said she had been in the hospital under 
the name of Louise Wilson, but that no 
person of that name had been in the hos- 
pital at the time stated. It was Sister Ag- 
nes who suggested that ‘Miss Burgoyne’”’ 
might have been Miss Pollard’s alias, and 
Miss Pollard promptly claimed the name. 

In regard to the four volumes of Wash- 
ington Irving, in the library, one contain- 
ing a Christmas card, there was much in 
Sister Agnes’s testimony brought out by 
Mr. Stoll, when he took her depositions, in- 
tended to connect Mr. Carlisle, Mr. John- 
son and Miss Pollard with having placed 
the card in the book while they were in the 
library. 

Sister Agnes described what Miss Pol- 
lard terms a “‘little lecture’ Sister Agnes 
had delivered to the plaintiff. Miss Pollard 
had told Sister Agnes that she did not ex- 
pect to get any money from Colonel Breck- 
inridge, because he had none, but she did 
expect to disgrace him. Sister Agnes then 
said: ‘‘When this is over he will still be 
Mr. Breckinrdge and will hold up his head 
among his friends, while you will be dis- 
graced forever. 
not address any more young ladies’ semi- 
ney: nor open any more prayer meet- 
ngs.’ "’ 

Sister Agnes deposed thkt she had never 
seen Miss Pollard until she came with Car- 
lisle and Johnson. Miss Pollard bore no 
resemblance to Miss Burgoyne. Miss Pol- 
lard describes things in the asylum that 
had no existence and some of the incidehts 
Miss Pollard mentioned had never occurred.

Savannah, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)—The 
street car lines of the city are in the midst 
of a rate war. The cut to 3 cents on 
the West Broad street line of the City and 
Suburban railway went into effect. today, 
but little more travel has been induced by 
it. The Electric Railway Company say 
they will not meet the cut. Some time ago 
negotiations were pending for a consolida- 
tion. They were called off, however, and 
it is thought the cut was made to try and 
force the Electric railway people to terms.

OATES AND MORGAN, 


Friends of the Latter Are Looking Sus- 
piciously on the Former. 


THEY THINK HE IS AFTER THE SENATE 


He Has Never Announced That He Will 
Not Bea Candidats if Success‘ul ia 
His Race for the Governorship. 


Selma, Ala., March 21.—(Special.)—Recent 
developments indicate clearly that the cam- 
paign of Colonel Oates for governor is run- 
ning hand in hand with the campaign of 
Colonel Oates for Uniféa States senator 
against the present incumbent, Hon. John 
T. Morgan. 

It is now believed in almost every part 
of the state that Colonel Oates for gover- 
nor means Colonel Oates for the senate, 
though the coupling of the two candidates 
is studiously denied by the friends of Colo- 
nel Oates. . 

However, it is a noticeable fact that he 
has never yet announced that he will not 
be a candidate for the senate if he is suc- 
cessful in hig race for governor. This has 
put the friends of Senator Morgan on the 
watch, and it may be that their activity 
will force a Btatement from Colonel Oates 
to the effect that he will antagonize Mor- 
gan, thougW as matgers now stand it is 
certain that Oates is working to the defeat | 
of Morgan. 

Senator Morgan's friends have obtained 
inside information which will cause them 
to be much more alert than they have been. 
Morgan is by all odds the strongest man in 
the state, and would double any other man 
in a fight before the people for re-election 
to the senate. If it ever became definitely 
known that there was really a movement 
on foot to defeat him it would simply 
strengthen him with the people because it 
would become necessary for him to take 
the stump in his own defense. —

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY, 


Arrest. Was Resisted and in the Shooting 
Three Were Killed. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 21.—(Special.)— 
A triple tragedy occurred in Eutaw, Green 
county, this afternoon, E. L. Hannegan, 
sheriff of that county, attempted to arrest | 
John Russell and a man named Reid, two 
desperate characters, who were wanted by 
the authorities of Green county. 

The men resisted arrest, and opened fire 
on Hannegan, who returned it. Firing was 
kept up for several seconds, and when it 
ceased,- Russell and Reid were lying dead 
and the sheriff had received a wound from 
which he died tonight. 

No other details are known here. 
Whites Should Pay the Fare. 
The negro state convention which met 
here today to consider the proposition to 
emigrate to Africa was attended by about 

five hundred delegates. 

Every part of the state was represented. 
It was evident, from the first, that. the 
sentiment was. in favor of going back to 
Africa. Numerous speeches were made, the 
burden of them being that the negroes 
favored emigration, but wanted the white 
folks to foot the bill. The white man: 
brought them here from Africa; it is right 
that he should send them back, they argue. 
Their idea is to go to Africa and establish 
a great republic patterned after the United 
States. Bishop Turner, of Georgia, is 
championing the emigration idea. Resolu- 
tions advocating the proposition to emi- 
grate were passed. Some prominent negroes 
oppose the movement vigorously. They say 
it will not amount to anything, and is a 
scheme which certain steamship lines have 
launched to make money out of. Three or 
four thousand negroes attended the meet- 
ing tonight. 


BOUND TO FAIL. 
The Effort to Establish the Single 
Gold Sandard. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 21.—(Special.)— 
Colonel D. 8S. Troy, one of the most promi- 
nent politicians, one of the most success- 
ful business men and one of the foremost 
lawyers of the state, has created something 
of a sensation in Alabama politics by stat- 
ing to a reporter of The Montgomery Jour- 
nai in no unequivocal language that he 
does not see how it is possible for the 
democracy of the state to conscientiously 
endorse the administration of Mr. Cleve- 
land. 

Colonel Troy asserts that Mr. Cleveland 
favors a single gold standard of value, while 
the great body of the democratic voters of 
Alabama are irreconcilably hostile to it. 

Colonel Troy argues as follows: 

“The obvious effect of establishing the 
single gold standard of value, leaving sil- 
ver a subsidiary metal to be measured by 
its value in gold, is to emhance the value 
of money as compared with the value of 
other things. This confers a direct benefit 
on money lenders and bondhoiders, pen- 


sioners and others having nixed inconie, and . 


inflicts a corresponding disadvantage on 
debtors and producers. The injustice of 
this cannot be uenied, 

“This change trom two money metals to 
one is not hew, and its effects are too well 
known to be ionger doupted. it was first 
aone in Kngiand lu i8lo, soon after the ciose 
ot the great Napoiteonic wars, when the 
aebt of tnat country had become so great 
that the bondnoiders controlied the action 
oft the government. The result has been 
that Engiand has become the most desira- 
bie country in the world for rich men with 
tuxed incomes; their money will buy more 
or everything produced by English labor 
than the same amount will purcnase of 
simular articles anywhere eise on tne face 
of the globe. This is because money in 
Engiand, notwithstanding the great abun- 
dance of it in that couutry, is higher in 
vaiue than elsewhere. ‘the exchangeabie 
value of money or of anything eise is what 
it will buy. Tnis increase in tne purchasing 

wer of money in England increases the 
amount of labor required to earn money in 
tne same proportion. Consequently, while 
England is the best country tor people who 
have a fixed jncome, it is the worst for 
those who have to pay debts or work for a 
living. The people in Great Britian who 
work for a living and prosper are servants 
of the rich. Good servants in England are 
better cared for than anywhere else, but 
the workers, who are not servants, are in 
hard lines, because of the great value of 
money. About one in thirty of the entire 
population have been forced to give up the 
struggle for independent existence and have 
become paupers. 

Colonel Troy thinks it will be only a short 
while before England will return to a 
more neat on stan 

Continuing, he says: 

“The effort now being made to establish 
the single gold standard in the United 
States must fail. It is wrong and undemo- 
cratic to use the powers of government for 
the benefit of any one class of citizens at 
the expense of another, but the abuse be- 
comes intolerable where, as in this matter, 
the purpose is to use the powers of govern- 
ment for the benefit of mone enders 
bondholders and other people having a fixed 
income, at the expense of the debtors and 
producers. The great body of the demo- 
crats belong to these latter classes; they 
are not going to emigrate like the English, 
Irish and Scotch have been doing to escape 
the grinding effect of the home government, 
and they are so built, that while they can 
fight, they cannot be servants to anybody. 

“The average democrat in Alabam 
fers to work all day, live hard ané s! 
the floor, if necessary, while preserv! 
personal independence, rather than 
the fat of the land and sleep on a spring 
mattress as the servant of any master, 
good or bad. They are not going to submit 
knowingly to the Ar gitctat of America.: 
financies, and with the object lesson of 
England’s example staring them 
face, they cannot be fooled into submis- 
sion. Mr. Cleveland made a fatal blunder,

A Mother Kills the Man That Ruined One 
of ihe Family. 

Norfolk, Va., March 21.—Fred Watts was 
shot and killed today at Lee’s store, about 
two miles from this city, by Mrs. Henry 
Hugo. Watts is a young man about eigh- 
teen years of age, residing in the country 
near the scene of the tragedy. Some time 
in January, it is claimed, Watts went to 
the residence of the Hugo family while 
they were in the city, and finding Edith 
Hugo, the sixteen-year-old daughter, alone, 
threatened her with death if she did not 
comply with his desires. The girl, it is 
stated, in fear of her life, gave way to him. 
He swore her to secrecy. 

Mrs. Hugo went to the store today, where 
the tragedy was enacted, under pretence of 
making a purchase. Watts was standing in 
the door with his back to her, when she 
suddenly whipped out a revolver and fired. 
Watts called to a colored boy to keep her 
Mrs. Hugo rushed at him, pressed him 
down and fired two more shots at him, 
only one of the shots taking. effect in his 
back, resulting in death within ten min- 
utes. After Mrs. Hugo had ceased firing 
she threw a liquid in his face. Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugo came to town and reported the 
case to Justice A. H. Hawks, who sum- 
moned a jury of inquest. They rendered 
a verdict that Watts came to his death by 
a pistol shot fired by Mrs. Henry Hugo. 
Mrs. Hugo is about thirty-eight years old. 
She is perfectly calm and quiet tonight and 
has given herself up and is now at a 
friend’s residence in this city, but under 
police survejlance. 


SUIT TO COMPEL PURCHASE. 


Owners of Mining Property Want to 
Make Lessees Buy It. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)— 
It is not an uncommon thing for a person 
or body of persons in the form of a cor- 
poration to sue for the payment of a thing 
purchased previous to the filing of the suit, 
but it is rare, indeed, that suit is entered 
to compel the purchase of some commodity 
or piece of property. 

Yet this kind of suit has been entered 
here by the Etowah Mining Company, of 
Etowah county, Alabama, to compel the 
Peeples estate and others to purchase t 
property of the company as per the valua- 
tion. set upon it by the company. 

The defendants named are W. O. Peeples, 
in his own right and as administrator of 
the estate of R. B. Peeples, deceased; S. 
C. Peeples, T. C. Galloway and O. R. 
Hood. 

In October, of the year 1888, the Etowah 
Mining Company leased from the parties 
named above the properties of the mines 
in Etowah county for a period of five 
years, with privilege of renewing at the 
end of that time. They were not com- 
pelled to work the mines continuously, but 
were left to their own option as tc that, 
it being stipulated that they were ‘to pay 
by the ton mined at the rate of 10 cents 
per ton of ore. The defendants claim that 
this lease expired October 18, 1893, but the 
company says that there were 36 days 
during the five years in which they could 
not work the mines. Moreover, a clause in 
the contract provided that if, at the end 
of the five years, the company wanted to 
abrogate its lease, it could do so, and the 
defendants would, by agreement, purchase 
the property. Now comes the company and > 
asks the court to require purchase and pay- 
ment for same by defendants according to 
a valuation set upon the various properties, 
amounting to a total of $53,450.

The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee Consider It.

Instead of centralizing pow- 
er, it believes in sending it to all parts of 
the body politic. Now, I don’t care what 
mistakes the democratic party has made 
here and there. Grant that there have 
been some. But if you do not err by go- 
ing to either paternalism or federalism, 
you'll not go astray. The great democratic 
party, through the enforcement of its prin- 
ciples and platform, will bring us all 
through to prosperity, peace and happi- 
ness.

“You have had some legislation attempt- 
ed up to date and congress seems to be 
trying to get at just what we want on the 
tariff question, a tariff for revenue with the 
luxuries bearing the greater part of the 
burden and the necessaries of life as little 
as possible. The whole political complexion 
of the different branches of the govern- 
ment has been changed. Democrats have 
been put in charge of the important oitices 
of the government. The only objection we 
can have on this score is that they have 
not moved quite fast enough in turning the 
rascals out. 

Not Satisfied with the Aspect. 


“You are not satisfied with the financial 
aspect; I am not satisfied with it either. 

“We think the administration could have 
moved faster and done better.| We are im- 
patient that the pledges have not yet been 
redeemed, We would like to see what we 
want carried out as rapidly as possible. 
Our impatience has produced some conten- 
tion which should not exist. ‘It is true these 
pledges have not been carried out: we can, 
however, carry them out more effeccually 
by democratic union than by democratic 
division. I don’t want democratic wunicn 
at the sacrifice ef democratic principles; but 
we are all Georgians, whether populists or 
democrats, all of us honest Georgians.

“ft am going to stand right square up to 
what I deem to be the true interpretation of 
the Georgia platform and the national plat- 
form, and I intend to be true to my con- 
victions and to urge that the sare demo- 
cratic principles be carried as rapidly as 
possible into effect by legislation that they 
may bring complete and perfect relief to 
the people of my cuuntry. 

Some State Matters. 

‘“‘Hear me, if you please, a word as te 
State issues. Not issues either—let us not 
call them issues, but state matters. We 
are Standing here very near the geographi- 
cal center of Georgia, the state which I 
consider the greatest state of the greatest 
nation in all this world. Georgia is a noble 
state and I feel that instead of wasting 
our time on personal mattérs, it- would be 
better for us if we would intelligently 
and earnestly and wunitedly consider and 
work to gether to the development of the 
great resources of our noble state. We have 
58,000 square miles ow territory within her 
borders; 37,000,000 acres of land; a popula- 
tion of nearly 2,000,000) thrifty and earnest 
people; we have taken great strides forward 
since the war—all of our industries pushing 
ahead to splendid development. Why, take 
Griffin. Did you know thar the trade of 
this splendid little city extends all around 
the world? Did you know that they are man- 
ufacturing here goods of fina quality, such 
as were never before made in the south, 
and that they go to Africa, China, the Pa- 
cific islands and all over the world? 

“Now if we get at that sort of state bus- 
iness and look to the interests of our little 
towns and our little cities, why we will not 
have to be whooped up by any attack on 
the ‘Atlanta ring.’ We won't then be stir- 


red up by any prejudices between town 
and country, for = we will be 
interested in developing and making the 


country what it was designed to be, the best 
part of God’s creation. 
Education and Agriculture. 

‘Now I am fully in accord with the edu- 
cationa: progress of the state. My honored 
friend. who knows everything on the nega- 
tive side of my character seems to take it 
for granted that I have never taken any in- 
terest in educational matters. Why, I have 
always been a strong advocate and sup- 
porter of the schools, and I am venerable 
enough to have taken part in the schools 
of the people before Georgia had become a 
state worthy to have such a legislator as 
himself! I feel rather ashamed in this pres- 
ence—I am so little and so unknown to so 
great a man as he. 

‘“T have all my life long fostered with all 
the feeble power I possessed the interests 
of the people seeking to get a living out of 
the soil. I have mado just as many speeches 
as I have been allowea to make, even 
though they were not loud enough or polit- 
ical enough to attract my friend’s attention. 
I have belonged to agricultural societies 
and have done all that I could unless I had 
come out of the ranks Aagsd had allowed 


some county or other to honor me for full 


eight years in the legislature! I have writ- 
ten about and worked for the improvement 
of the roads. Good country roads are more 
valuable 
roads and I’m not opposed to railroads 
either. I hope I will not become so interest- 
ed in any man’s candidacy for office as to 
forget the interests of our people in this 
important respect. 

Railroad Commission and Convict 

Lease. 

“Of course,’’ continued General Evans, 
‘“‘we all favor the railroad commission. It is 
in fine hands; splendid men _ are 
in charge of it There is no 
sort of question that the people of Georgia 
fully endorse it. And I do, too, for I am 
one of the people and believe as they do on 
this subject. 

“‘Now as to the lease question—this peni- 
tentiary business—no man can dash off at 
a word a full explanation of this question. 
There are, however, one or two principles 
to be borne in mind. The convicts should 
punishment meted out to 
them by the courts under the law, but not 
one single solitary act of injustice should 
be done them. Then in the management, 
they should be made self-sustaining so that 
the people may be preserved from unneces- 
sary taxation in their support. It is the 
right of the free citizen laborer to be pro- 
tected in his labor so his work shall not be 
brought in competition with convict labor. 
He must be saved from this. Now, while 
this question will not came up for several 
years, we ought, it seems to me, to be pre- 
paring for it. It seems to me that one 
thoroughly feasible plan would be the ap- 
pointment of a commission, to serve with- 
out compensation, who should take the 
whole matter in hand and study it thor- 
oughly and report to the legislature some 
plan by which the vexed question could be 
settled without damage to anybody or any 
interest. 

That Soldier’s Home Qgestion. 

“Now, I have got to hurry on,” General 
Evans continued, after consulting the time- 
keepers. “I have a great deal more to say 
than I will, I fear, be able to say. 

“My honored opponent has insisted that 


than a superabundance of rail-— 


the home had been rejected by two legis- 
latures, the trustees met and passed a reso- 
lution asking the courts for permission to 
sell the property through the proper chan- 
nel and apply the proceeds to the benefit 
of needy confederates.

The property cost $50,000, and is 
worth today 9$100,000. 

“But let me say right here that my friend 
is wrong when he says there were two 
plans. There was one general plan, and 
the acceptance of the soldiers’ home was 
part of it; another part of the plan was 
to give homes to our good old confederate 
boys. Who, I want to know, brought about 
this legislation? Why, before my friend 
secured his seat in the legislature, the con- 
federate boys were insisting that something 
be done on that line, and, if he hadn't 
favored it, Coweta would never have sent 
him to represent her.”’ 

General Evans then told the story of the 
inception of the soldiers’ home movement, 
and paid a glowing tribute to the memory 
of Henry Grady, which was received with 
great applause. 

With regard to the pensions for widows, 
he said the credit was due to the agitation 
of the ladies of the memorial association 
and to Colonel John T. Crowder, “that 
glorious man who was @ lieutenant colonel 
in my command,” said General Evans. 


The Epauleted Brigadier. 

“It is possible that nobody did 
anything towards pensioning the 
confederate soldiers and widows than my 
honored friend here? You would judge so 
from what he says. Why,.in discussing this 
question, he grows 80 excited that he calls 
no names. He says he has done more than 
any ‘epauletted brigadier’ ever did. What 
Is an epauletted brigadier? He knows so 
little about confederate matters as not to 
know that there never was one. Why, the 
only epauletted brigadiers we ever knew 
were on the other side—they were federals. 
It is doubtless true, as he says, that he has 
done as much as any ‘epauletted brigadier’ 
to aid the confederate soldier.” 

This sally was the signal for great laugh- 
ter on the part of the Evans forces and 
evident discomfiture on the part of the At- 
kinson men. 

A National Issue. 

“YT stand farly and squarely on the plat- 
form, state and national,”’ said the general, 
passing to national questions. “TIT. stand 
on the platform just as it is, without any 
unnecessary interpretation by any other 
platform, whatsoever. Just so far as 
‘Ocalaism’ is democratic, I’m in favor of 
it; just so far as it is not democratic, I’m 
opposed to it. Now, there is nothing in this 
resolution’’—pointing to the book from 


is contrary to democracy; but I don’t like 
to be contrasting and comparing the plat- 
form with any others. Let's build our sys- 
tem entirely on the platform and have no 
differences. 

“I am for more money; money in quantity 
and quality just such as the constitution 
of the United States guarantees us. 

‘Tl am for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. I am fully and squarely commit- 
ted: to the use of both gold and silver as 
primary money, and that the currency 
based on it shall be good and sound cur- 
rency down to the very bottom. There is so 
much in this great big question that there 
is no need to go into details. I don’t see 
how I could make my position clearer than 
I have already done.” 

Tariff and Income Tax. 

General Evans declared himself strongly 
in favor of a tariff for revenue only as is 
demanded by the party platform 
and which is one of the fundamental 
principles of democracy. 

‘“‘As to the income tax,” said the general, 
“I would favor it, but not for the reason 


advanced by my friend. He says 
he favors it because it is a 
tax on the rich man; I favor it 


because it is right in principle—because it 
would reach property which escapes taxa- 
tion. Through it, we could raise enough 
money to bear a great proportion of the 
expenses, and, therefore, lessen the taxa- 
tion on the people.” 

The State Bank Tax. 

General Evans said he favored the direct 
and instant repeal of the 10 per cent tax 
on state banks, not because we ought to 
have more money, but because it is 
an infringement upon the unquestioned 
right of the state. “The state ought not be 
degraded by the 10 per cent proh:bitory tax, 
and we ought to stand for the repeal wheth- 
er we need more money or not.’’ The genera’ 
showed, however, that this would give us a 
local currency so much needed. He referred 
to the splendid record made by state banks 
during the financial troubles of the last 
year. 

“We are agreed on this, and we might as 
well take it out of the campaign now,” said 
zee Atkinson’s Personal Service. 

“Now, I am not going to controvert the 
great service my distinguished opponent 
nas done to the state,’’ continued the geii- 
eral. ‘He has told you of it, and has submit- 
ted his bill. It is true that, after he says 
what he has done he bows his head ond 
says, ‘I den’t charge you;’ but he adds, ‘If 
you are pleased to give me anything for. it 
I will gladly accept it.’ 

“Now he has served eight years in the 
legislature. It seems to me the honors of 
eight years ought to offset the service. 

“He routed the oil inspectors, ke says. It 
reminds me of Don Quixote. He says he 
routed them so badly they're fighting him 
to this day. They must be very bad indeed 
to treat him that way. 

“He states very truly that a bill was 
passed putting telegraph and cxpress com- 
panies under the railroad commission and 
takes the credit for it. Wasn't there some- 
body else around at that time? Did he do 
it all? 

‘‘He says his bill did give you the privi- 
lege of voting for your commissioner of 
agriculture. The credit for that belongs to 
the alliance. 

‘I would not take a single feather out 
of his cap about that college business. I’m 
glad he had the privilege of introducing the 
bill but if I recollect aright this matter of 
the industrial education had been written 
about several years before and had been 
agitated in the newspapers. Surely to them 
is due some of the credit. 

That Betterment Question. 


‘‘He says he brought about the settlement 
of that betterment question: He seems to 
think he dia it all, and leaves the legisla- 
ture entirely out of consideration. And, by 
the way, he makes a singular remark in his 
published speech. He says that ‘it was a 
grave question, that there was no other 
public man in Georgia brave enough to 
tackle the question, so I took hold of it.’ 
Why, what a cowardly set of politicians we 
must have! And what grand public men— 

“Why, there are a thousand of them who 
would have veen gla! to tackle the question 
and take it before the courts, and that 
without charging a single dollar. Yet he, 
a member of the legislature, passed off 
as a jest the serious fact that 
he received pay in money for 
his services.

MR. ATKINSON IN REBUTTAL. 


He Has a Lively Twenty Minutes of It. 
What He Said. 


“The fun will come in Will’s rebuttal 
speech,” the Atkinson men had said. 

They all call him “Will.” 

Naturally their statements aroused great 
dnterest in what he would say, and his 
twenty miniites were indeed lively. 

There was music and cally for Atkinson 
as soon as tne applause for General Evans 
had died down. A good many on the out- 
skirts of the crowd left after the general 
had concluded, but there was still a big 
crowd when Mr. AtKinson rose. 

“T desire in the incipiency of my conclud- 
ing remarks,” said he, turning to General 
Evans, “‘to say to my distinguished frien 
that I am due him an apology and I frankly 
ymake it. Upon what I considered at the 
time, good authority, I did make the state- 
ment that the general was about seventy. 
If I had known he was sensitive ajout his 
age, I should have published a correction 
as soon as I learned better; but the first I 
knew of my mistake was a correction made 
on his own authority, an@ from tliat time I 
have, of course, acted upon his correction. 

“I did not say he was too old and weak 
to discharge the duties of governor,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Atkinson, rafstng his voice, ‘‘but 
I did say that a man who had devoted the 
greater part of his life to serving God in 
the pulpit is in the very nature of things, 
not equipped for public service in such an 
exalted position—that is, he lacks the neces- 
sary qualifications.

We recently called attention to the 
work which the press of the state is 
doing for the success of the exposition.

The Free Coinage of Silver. 

The Macon Telegraph, replying to an 
inquiry put to it by The Constitution in 
regard to the ability of the United States 
to maintain alone and single-handed the 
parity between the dollar unit of gold 
and silver, makes this remark: 

If, however, the government were to order 
the mints to receive sflver from all comers 
and to coin every 50 cents’ worth, or 75 
cents’ worth, or 95 cents’ worth of it into a 
legal tender, dollar, while still requiring 
that the legal tender gold dolar contain 100 
cents’ worth of metal, The Telegraph does 
not believe the parity of the two kinds of 
money could be maintained, except by us- 
ing the credit of the country to an enorm- 
ous extent in maintaining the exchangea- 
bility of the two at the treasury. On the 
contrary, it believes that only the cheaper 
money, in the absence of exchangeability, 
would circulate and be the standard of 
value. The government can decree bimetal- 
lism as the law of the currency in this 
country and at the same time open the 
mints to the free coinage of gold and silver, 
but if either of the metals is undervalued 
in comparison with the other at the mints, 
and is, therefore, worth more in the world’s 
markets as bullion than as United States 
cain, none of it will be offered for minting, 
The practical result will be in this instance 
silver monometallism—not bimetallism. 

There seems to be a hiatus here in our 
contemporary’s train of thought. It will 
be seen that it makes no provision what- 
ever for the increased value of silver 
corresponding to the increased demand 
for it is a money metal—a demand that 
will spring up simultaneously with the 
opening of the mints. Now this in- 
creased value, based on the increased 
demand, cannot be ignored in any 
fair discussion of the question. The 
demand for money being equal 
to the . combined demand for all 
other exchangeable articles, it fol- 
lows necessarily that the demand 
for silver aS money by seventy-odd mil- 
lions of people would at once lift the 
market price of the bullion to the mint 
value. We presume that noone doubts 
that this would be the result in this 
country if our mints were opened to free 
coinage. 

The Telegraph is evidently of the 
opinion, however, that this increased de- 
mand for silver by the people of the 
United States would have no effect on 
the value of the metal in the markets 
of the world. The basis of this opinion 
is not clear. Before Europe had a clear 
understanding of the results of the Sher- 
man act of 1890, when that act, follow- 
ing the adoption of a free coinagex;meas- 
ure by the senate, became a law, the 
price of silver went up to $1.20 an ounce 
in all the markets of the world. This 
is a fact significant enough to foreshad- 
ow the result of the remonetization of 
silver. Both Mr. Lidderdale and Mr. 
Gibbs, eminent financiers of England, 
are of the opinion that this country, 
owing to the world’s demand for its 
staple products, has it in its power to 
maintain the parity between gold and 
silver by opening its mints to both met- 
als on equal terms. : 

Our Macon contemporary says that 
“if” either of the metals is undervalued 
at the mints in comparison with its 
value in the world’s markets as bullion, 
none of it will be offered for coinage. 
In other words the cheaper metal will 
become the standard, and the dearer 
metal will disappear from. circulation. 
We might oppose the “if’’ of The Tele- 
graph with a “but.” Nevertheless, we 
shall not deprive our contemporary of 
any of the advantages of its argument. 
For the sake of getting at the facts, let 
us concede that there would be for a 
little while a small premium on gold— 
a premium large enough and persistent 
enough to withdraw it from circulation 
—would not this withdrawal, temporary 
though it might be, prevent the “infla- 
tion” that is the great bugaboo of the 
banking mind, and tend to maintain the 
level of values that now exist? 

It is estimated that we have about 
$600,000,000 of gold in this country. We 
do not know where it is; we could not at 
the present moment lay our hands on it; 
but the statisticians, the gentlemen who 
manipulate figures so as to fit any and 
all arguments, declare that it is here 
somewhere. According to The Tele- 
graph’s “if,” this large amount of mon- 
ey would leave this country and seek a 
market elsewhere—would be withdrawn 
from our currency. As we have said, 
the first notice the public—the people— 
would have of this would be the state- 
ment that there was a small premium on 
gold—such a premium as momentarily 


exists in some one of the great markets 


of the world every day in the year. 
There is always a greater demand for 
money—gold—in some of the great finan- 
cial centers than in the others. This 
demand fixes the rate of exchange, and 
the rate of exchange shows the momen- 
tary premium on gold. 

But the premium on gold would not 
injuriously affect the prosperity of the 
people at all. They would not feel it 
in their trade and business. But a much 
more important result would follow.the 
withdrawal of the $600,000,000 in gold. 
On account of the deficit in our currency 
caused by the disappearance of gold, 
there would be an enormously increased 
demand for silver to supply its place, 
and this demand would be so strong and 
so persistent as to extinguish the pre- 
mium. 

It should be borne in mind, of course, 

that our mints would still be open to 
the free coinage of gold on the present 
terms and that these terms are as fea- 
vorable to the owners of gold bullion as 
those of any country. There would be 
no mint in the world where gold would 
be exchanged for higher values. This 
is a very important fact to remember, 
It bears directly on the reference made 
by The Telegraph to the disappearance 
of silver in 1834, when the ratio was 
changed from 15 tolto16tol1. At that 
time the French mint was open to the 
free coinage of silver at a ratio of 15% 
to 1. The French mint was, therefore, 
in the market (so to speak), and paying 
a premium of 3 per cent on silver bul- 
lion. Consequently the bullion was sent 
to France. 
- We suggest to The Telegraph, there- 
fore, that if it desires to study the con- 
ditions and results of scientific bimetal- 
lism it should study the financial his- 
tory of France. For seventy years that 
country maintained the parity between 
the two metals, and practically absorbed 
the silver product of the western world. 
England was monometallic, Germany 
was mononietallic, the United States 
were bimetallic in theory, but not in 
practice, and France had to bear the 
whole strain of genuine bimetallism. She 
accomplished that feat with a stationary 
population, whereas, today, the United 
States are increasing in population at 
the rate of two millions a year, perhaps 
more, and our business expansion, until 
it was struck by the blight of gold mo- 
nometallism, was something immense. 
The capabilities of our people are still 
here, and under a financial system cal- 
culated to eyaploy them the demand for 
money would. be constant enough to keep 
at a parity all forms of legitimate cur- 
rency. 


Breckinridge’s Critics. 

Newspaper comment on the Breckin- 
ridge case is as various as it is amusing. 
One editor, out west, is in favor of 
marching on to Washington and lynch- 
ing the congressman before the courts 
get through with him; another predicts 
that when next he enters the congres- 
sional race he wiil be given “an over- 
whelming majority.” 

But, perhaps, the most amusing com- 
ment yet is that of one of “the faithful,” 
who says that if Breckinridge will re- 
turn to his constituents, make a full con- 
fession and ask their forgiveness, pr6ém- 
ising “to reform his life,” they will take 
him to their hearts and look it over, 
sending him back to represent them as 
one of “the great reformed.’ Though 
there is nothing moral in the congress- 
min’s case, it is predicted that he would 
point a moral by taking the step men- 
tioned above. 

Just what Mr. Breckinridge will do in 
regard to his constituents is as yet a 
matter of grave uncertainty, but certain 
it is, he will have up-hill work if he goes 
before them again as a suppliant for 
their suffrages; for the papers of his 
state are lashing him in double-leaded 
type. 

Take any view of his future that sug- 
gests itself, and he has a hard row to 
hoe.

Now that the question of coining the 
seigniorage is agitating the country, the 
following definition of the word as given in 
“The Century Dictionary’’ is of interest: 

‘“Seigniorage: Something claimed by the 
sovereign or by a superior as a prerogative, 
specifically. an ancient royality or preroga- 
tive of the crown, whereby it claimed a 
percentage upon bullion brought to the mint 
to be coined or to be exchanged for coin; 
the difference between the cost of a mass 
of bullion and the face value of the pieces 
coined from it.’’ The dictionary follows the 
definition with the following quotation from 
John Stuart Mill: 

“Tf government, however, throws the ex- 
pense of coinage, as is reasonable, upon the 
holders, by making a charge to cover the 
expense, which is done by giving back 
rather less in coin than is received in buil- 
ion, and is called ‘levying a seigniorage,’ the 
coin will rise to the extent of the seignior- 
age above the value of the bullion.”

A register 
will be kept to register the name of every 
man from this section, and his suit will 
be counted a part of our exhibit at the 
exposition. We ask no bounty or protec- 
tion, only, in making up your premiums, 
deal as liberally with us as you may with 
others. Give us a chance, and may the 
best man win. 

Yes, sir; there is a spirit abroad in our 
land.

Every soft, 
white blanket, every quilt and counterpane, 
the lace on the curtains, the fling-down 
on the lounge were made under her own 
roof and from the fleece of her own fields

and flocks. When I expressed by utter 
amazement, she replied: “Why, sir, if: I 
had to wait to get enough money to buy @ 
carpet, with cotton at the present price, my 
floors would remain as bare 45 Stone 
mountain. My dear sir, did you ever think 
of it? It will take a bale of cotton to buy 
a carpet for one of my floors, while I can 
take my own material and make one for 
the money my husband pays for the bag- 
ging and ties to wrap one bale of cotton. 
I weave all the cloth, then cut and make 
alt his clothes for winter and summer. Did 
you know that the cost of a suit of under- 
clothing is only about 19 cents and that 
an entire winter suit can be made for less 
than $2? 

Yes, sir, our women grasp the situation, 
and as God may be our helper, the same 
hand that wove the gray uniform of her 
soldier lover, borne with honor upon many 
a field of carnage, has not lost its eunning. 
Let me teli you, this silent force, born of 
nécessity, will do more to “strike terror to 
the soul of Richard” and plant the banner 
of prosperity in our land than all the broken 
pledges of treacherous politicians. In con- 
clusion, I invite correspondence from all 
parts of the state and invoke the blessings 
of an ever just God upon our efforts.

PROF. GARNER’S MONKEY BUSINESS. 


He Tells Some of the Results of His 
Odd African Expedition, 
From The London Times. 

Professor B. L. Garner gave a large audi- 
ence in the Prince’s hall last night an in- 
teresting account of his work and methods 
in studying the speech of monkeys and the 
habits of the gorilla and chimpanzee in 
their native fortsts. He was not himself 
Startled, he said, to find that monkeys spoke, 
though to some extent it was an incredible 
idea. Mr. Darwin had only touched the 
Subject of speech in a distant manner, 
though he intimated rather vaguely his be- 
lief that animals could not talk. Aristotle 
held the same opinion, and the church, 
whether or not on scriptural authority, 
maintained the same view. In the pursuit 
of his subject he had been terribly in earn- 
est, and had faced every kind of hardship. 
No day had been too long, no sun too hot 
for him, in his endeavors to solve the ques- 
tion, ‘“‘Do monkeys talk?’ 

It was his unconditional opinion that 
monkeys talked. These animals had a limit- 
ed power of thought. Many men’s power of 
thought ‘was linsited, but thought ;wasi 
thought however great the difference in the 
extent of the faculty between man and 
man. Every anatomical condition present 
in Man was present in the monkey. For 
months he had lived alone with a chimpan- 
zee, with which he got to-be on the most 
friendly terms. He doubted sometimes how 
far he was chimpanzee or the ape was hu- 
man. He could not say much for the morals 
of the chimpanzee; but he could say the 
same of many human beings. He had a 
native boy with him when he lived with the 
chimpanzee. He was ignorant both of the 
boy’s speech and that of the ape. The boy, 
however, mastered the chimpanzee lan- 
guage sooner tan he did. To his chimpanzee, 
as to the boy, he conveyed by speech the 
common requirements of life—bread, water 
fire—by learning the tongue of the animal 
as he had learned that of the boy. God 
could never have given these brutes so 
much of feeling, emotion and intelligence 
without giving them a corresponding power 
of speech. 

He generally spoke, especially to the 
smaller monkeys, by the phonograph in 
which their speech had been previously reg- 
istered. Unquestionably these animals ad- 
dressed certain sounds to the individual 
and waited for a response. Intonation, in- 
flection, paradigms, were, no doubt, absent, 
but these were:the product of centuries of 
evolution. There was, however, undoubted 
variety in the tones of the ape. To his 
mind the evidence was clear that monkeys 
could count, and his friend ‘‘Moses,’”’ the 
chimpanzee, would, in obedience to the 
word of command, do his appointed ta#@r of 
laying a certain number of blocks in a cer- 
vain number of holes, and after doing so 
would run up in eager expectation of his 
reward. The first night he spent in the cage 
with which he was equipped was one of the 
proudest of his life. Sometimes, indeed, he 
was lonely. 
shy habits, but his own monkey traveling 
companions attracteo them, and a‘ gorilla 
now and then would pay him a visit. He 
believed he had seen more gorillas than any 
other white man, The natives told him ‘ie 
would have seen more if he had blacked his 
face, but the scarcity of water deterred 
him from doing so. During the nine months 
he was on thé coast he had fever twelve 
t.mes. His friend Moses was also ill, and 
his other chimpanzee, Aaron, treated Moses 
with the greatest care and tenderness. The 
natives regarded the cage as a sort of fet- 
ish. On one occasion he was favored with 
a prolonged visit from a lady gorilla, who 
was chasing a dog to which he was in the 
habit of giving an occasional bone.

AN INCIPENT OF TRAVEL,

The elegant western vestibuled was scup 
rying gracefully along the picturesque 
course.

Water from the Chattahoochee will flow 
into West End, now the seventh ward, this 
afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

And the mayor and members of the gen- 
eral council will be present to see the water 
plug tapped by Mr. G. A. Howell, master 
of ceremonies. : 

Since the annexation of West End as the 
Seventh ward of the city, the people living 
in that section of the city have been v.a't- 
ing patiently for the inflow of the water 
from the river. While a suburb of the city 
of Atlanta, West End enjoyed nearly all 
of the privileges any ward in the city had, 
except that of water and fire department 
service. These two adjuncts to the life of a 
body corporate had as much as anything 
else to do with the annexation of the pret- 
ty suburb. 

Since West End came in, the people of 
that section have been watching lor the in- 
flow of the water, and Mr. Nelms, the rep- 
resentative of that ward in the city council, 
has lost no time in urging the early com- 
pletion of the work by the board of vater 
commissioners. Then when he learned that 
the work had been completed and the water 
was ready for an inflow into his ward, he 
invited the mayor and the members of the 
general councit to be present at the corner 
of Lee and Park streets on Thursday af- 
ternoon at 5 o'clock, to witness the first 
Sush of the clear stuff from the Chatta- 
hoochee into the new ward. 

That invitation was accepted by a rising 
vote of the council, and this afternoon every 
member will be at the point designated to 
see the water turned on by Mr. G. A. How- 
ell. 

Immediately after it was known to the 
people of the new ward when the watef 
would be turned on, Mr. Howell decided 
tha. the coming of the stream should mark 
an era in the nistory of the seventh ward, 
and at once set about to make the day 
one of pleasantry to the people of the new 
ward. In adaition to the invitations which 
were extended to the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the general council, a neat and at- 
tractive programme has been made-out by 
Mr. Howell and his associates who are in- 
terested in the event with him. One of 
the features of the programme will be the 
turning on of the water by Mayor Goodwin, 
and the test of the power by Chie# Joyner, 
who will make a ride to the corner of Lee 
and Park streets in his little red wagon. 
During the afternoon addresses will be 
made by Mayor Goodwin, Alderman Ste- 
phens, Councilman Nelms, Colonel G. W. 
Adair, Mr Albert Howell, member of the 
board of water commissioners from the 
seventh ward. Captain E. P. Howell will 
also address the people, and others will be 
on’ hand ready to talk. 

The event will be a red letter day 
the history of the new ward. 

The water mains are now laid in the 
seventh ward as far as the city limits, and 
the people of that section of the city are 
now’ more than pleased with the situation.

Its agricultural fertility is as 
great as that of dny virgin land ever 
brought under settlement in the United 
States and the variety of its already proven 
products run& from the. finest of hard 
wheat to the best of cotton. Oklahoma, 
only five years old next month, took seven 
first premiums on agricultural products at 
the world’s@air, and also the first premium 
over the world for flour made from soft 
wheat. The land is rolling prairie with 
some wooded sections along the rivers, and 
is settled by a population that shows every 
promise of permanency and progressive 
thrift. .Of course there are many adven- 
turers and speculators in a new country 
such as Oklahoma, especially in the newly 
settled Cherokee strip portion, but these 
seldom hold on long; they drop off in time 
from exhaustion of their speculative re- 
sources and move on to fresher fields of 
soonerism.

She will be a southern and 
democratic state in sentiment, provided she 
is early accorded statehood and home rule 
by a democratic administration.” 

“What is the prospect tor statehood just 
now ?’’ 


“We can hardly tell. There are two 


of the house and it 1s hoped that one of 
them may get through this congress. But 
we know there are serious obstructions in 
the way of statehood. On the one hand 
the Indian Territory people object to being 
joined in statehood with Oklahoma, and on 
the other hand it is reported that the presi- 
dent does not want the four western terri- 
tories given statehood, on the ground that 
they will return silver men to the senate. 
The bulk.of the people in OKlahoma, how- 
ever, want statehood for the reason that 
territorial government has shown itself in- 
adequate, unpatriotic and opposed by its 
very constitution to the best development 
of popular interests. Home rule is needed 
and demanded, and fhe people out there, 
with the Chicago platform beforeyv them, 
think a democratic congress cannot con- 
sistently refuse that boon to them much 
longer. So we hope daily to hear that Gen- 
eral Wheeler, who is a southern home rule 
democrat, has brought in a bill to admit 
Oklahoma at this session of congress.”’ 

“trow is the territory governed now?” 

“By officials appointed by a governor 
who is appointed by the president. The 
present governor is a Gemocrat. Governor 
Renfrow, formerly of North Carolina, and 
latterly in the dentistry trade in Arkansas. 
He is a good man himeelf, personally, but 
has had fio administrative experience, and 
his selection for the office is one of the 
mystertes of the nationa? administration. 
He has a very bad adviser in Receiver 
Ross, of the Oklahoma City land office, 
who is a small bore politician, opposed to 
statehood and anxious to Keep up, terri- 
torial conditions so long as he can boss the 
national and territorial appointments. The 
consequence is that, unless either the pres- 
ent administration out there is reformed 
speedily or statehood and home rule is 
granted, the democratic party will fail to 
secure the approval of the masses and the 
territory will fall into republican hands at 
the first opportunity.” 

“Are there many immigrants coming into 
the territory ?’’ 

“Yes. There are daily arrivals of men of 
means. character and enterprise. When 
land titles and values out there become 
more settled the rush to Oklahoma of valu- 
able citizens will be unprecedented, I am 
sure. Oklahoma City has upwards of 10,- 
000 people now and her population is grow- 
ing every week. The opportunities for men 
of means and industry out there are im- 
mense,’’ 

“You have some Georgians out there to 
keep company with? 

“Oh, yes, there are a number of Georgia 
men in Oklahoma. There is Amos Fitts, 
of the town site_board at Perry—he is cor- 
respondent for my paper—and all the old 
compositors of she Constitution will re- 
member his famous Greeley-rivaling chi- 
rography and sympathize with my force of 
printers. Amos is one of the leading lights 
of the phenomenal city of Perry and .is 
greatly esteemed, as he deserves to be. 
At Guthrie you can find Will Searcy, of 
Griffin, in the register’s office, and he is 
now a candidate for the register’s place, 
made vacant by the death of Register 
Lindsay. Senator Louis Davis, of Toccoa, 
is registered at Perry, and Patterson, of 
Macon, is registered at Enid. Then I meet 
Colonel Tori Olive, of ‘Olive bill’ fame in

They are almost soud for the re- 
demption of the democratic pledges of- 1892 
and understand those pledges to mean as 
fair treatment to silver as to gold. But 
since the repeal of the Sherman Dill, the 
$50,000,000 bond issue ana the silence of tha 
president on the seigniorage coining propo- 
sition the people are wholly at sea as to 
what the policy of the party is to be—so 
thev ease their ignorance by cussing the 
goldbugs and crying for more money! In 
Kansas and. Colorado the public temper 
is growing decidedly anti-democratic, popu- 
listic, or anarchistic, as you please. But 
in Texas there is a successful movement 
for harmony as to state affairs and an 
agreement to relezare national issues to 
the exigencies of the future. Both south- 
west and northwest tnere are freely ex- 
pressed fears that the financial question 
will turn the scale in the fall elections 
and return a republican house of renvre- 
sentatives. But if the seigniorage bill is 
signed that dread will pass away and re- 
newed energy will characterize the demo- 
cratic campaigns out there.’”’ 

“How about that report that you would 
locate in Oklahoma and aspire to a seat in 
the United States senate?’ 

“Pshaw! That is an invention of the 
enemy. No such thought has ever nested 
in my brain. I am out of all politics as a 
candidate for any office. I am‘too busy 
with my lecturing, preaching and editorial 
work to think of or care for office.’’

A GRAY OLD MAN. 


He Is Behind the Prison Bars on a 
Charge of Forgery. 


IS IT A CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY? 


The Details of the Case Admit of a Doubt 
of the Old Man’s Guilt—A Pe- 
culiar Case. 


An old man offered a forged check at 
the window of the Atlanta Trust and Bank. 
ing Company yesterday. When a question 
was raised as to the genuineness of the 
paper and the man whose name was signed 
to it was sent for, the old man hurriedly 
left and easily distanced a policeman who 
attempted to overtake him. 7 

Two hours later C. M. Houston, worn 
with years and hard toil, was arrested at 
his place of business on Forsyth street and 
Was sent to police headquarters on a charge 
of forgery, aithough scrrenuously and vociter- 
ously denying all knowledge of the inci- 
dent. 

The old man occupied a hard bunk in a 
dark cell at police headquarters last night, 
declaring his innocence. Two or three men, 
the paying teller of the bank, Mr. Cooper, 
included, have, identified him as the man, 
and he is either the victim of a strange case 
of mistaken identity or of his own guilt. 

About noon yesterday an old man stepped 
up to the paying teller’s window and pass- 
ed in a check for $10, signed by Mr, O. L. 
Stamps and drawn in favor of C. M. 
Hirshton. The paying teller glanced at the 
writing across the face of the paper, and 
his suspicions were immediately aroused. 
He asked a few questions and the replies 
were not satisfactory. m 
i'm afraid this is not good,” said he. 
“Just wait here a moment while I telephone 
for Mr. Stamps to come down,” 

The young man went to the telephone 
and the man who had presented the check 
went toward the door. The teller hastily 
followed and pointed out the retreating 
figure to Officer Dobbins, who was near. 

“Catch that man,’’ said he, and Dobbins 
started on a trot after the fugitive. The 
old man broke into a brisk run and darted 
into analleyway. Whover he was he was a 

ood runner for his age, and he was soon 
ost in the devious mazes of the alley and 
the officer gave up the chase. 

A few minutes later the case was re- 
ported to Patrolman Chandler and that offi- 
cer began to look for th® forger. After 
about an hour’s work he found Mr. Houston 
at Carter’s furniture establishment on }'or- 
syth street and arrested him as the man 
who had presented the check. Houston was 
sent to police headquarters, and in a few 
minutes’ time was visited by the paying 
teller at the bank, who recognized him as 
the man who had handed in the check. He 
was recognized later by Mr. Gus Dodd and 
others. 

Houston’s employer was amazed. “If he 
did it, it’s a mystery to me,” said he. “If 
he had wanted money he could have got 
any amount he needed from me. can’t 
understand it at all.’’ 

When Houston was visited in his cell he 
looked up im an embarrassed manner and 
asserted his innocence. He declares that a 
trick has been played him. His friends say 
tnat 1f he did present the check that some 
one else is responsible for the forgery, Hous- 
ton is fifty-five years old, and has lived in 
Ttlanta many years. He enjoyed a reputa- 
tion for unimpeachable honesty. 

Robbed the Mountaineer. 

Captain Thompson arrested two Collins 
street women early yesterday morning for 
robbing Poseph Thomas, an unsophisticated 
mountaineer. The women’s names are Am- 
rett Pittman and Mabel Powell. The form- 
er is a red-haired sprite; the latter a short- 
haired fairy. Thomas went to Blanche 
Hill’s house, No. 13 Collins street. with a 
roll of $90. He exhibited it, and was short- 
ly relieved of a goodly quantity of it. He 
accused the two women of the theft, and 
Captain Thompson arrested them.

Court Yesterday.

Three genuine Indians, all decked in the 
regulation uniform of the United States 
army were the chief attraction in Judge 
Newman’s court yesterday.

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H. Pasch’s Cotton Circular. 
From The Exchanges, N.Y. 

The following is an extract from Mr. 
Pasch’s interesting cotton circular dated 
Havre, France, March 6,. 1894: 

“As to the American crop, I beg to sub- 
mit tne fo.uowing hgures: wirst, vi wie in- 
terior receipts, last week 23,000 bales against 
36,000 last year (thirty-one towns); second, 
of the overland, last week 5,000 bales 
against 23,000 last year; third, of the north- 
ern spinners’ takings in the ports, 17,000 
bales last week, 13,000 bales in the pre- 
ceding week; fourth, of the total in sight 
2d of March this year of 6,525,000 bales, or 
about 6,514,000 on the 28th of February, 
against 6,754,000 bales (Mr. Hester’s figures) 
at the end of February, 18%. I conclude 
from these figures: First, that the crop 
in the interior is practically exhausted; 
second, that the northern spinners do not 
tind there any more than they need; third, 
that, as there is a deficit of 230,000 bales 
on the insight of the 7,315,000 crop of 1889-90, 
the present crop will be 7,085,000 bales, if 
the future insight equals that year’s, but 
this I think very difficult, as the financial 
pressure of this season makes it exceed- 
ingly improbable that there should be add- 
ed to this crop in August the big amount 
of 170,000 bales, which had been added to 
that crop in August, 1890. 

“My estimate of the American crop, is- 
sued on the 18th of October, of 6,900,vU00, is 
now in measurable distance, whilst Messrs. 
Neills’ sensationai estimate, of the lith 
of October, of 7,700,000 bales ‘minimum, per- 
haps mucn more,’ has disappeared in a 
shiver of cold weather (in March at the 
south!) To hide this daring discomfiture 
of the big crop’s estimate, its former ad- 
herents, oblivious of the rapidity of the 
movement of this small crop, which by 
itself explains sufficiently the visibie sup- 
ply, fall back now on this, and on throw- 
ing doubts on the consumption of cotton. 
Notwithstanding the adverse circumstances 
of the market in the last few weeks, and 
smali deiiveries to the northern anu Eng- 
lish miils, the visible supply has deciined 
from 4,536,000 bales, where it stood on tne 
9th of b'ebruary, to 4,414,000 bales on tne 
Za of Marcn; wut its deciine wil now go 
on minuch more rapiaiy unger the combined 
influence of the exhaustion of the Ameri- 
can crop, a large cunSumption in surope

to have been. The time for preparations 
for the next crop is IaSt passing away 
under the influence of about 4a at Liverpool, 
equal to about £2 for the production or one 
acre at many places in the south. This 
is a pittance which does not allow the 
proper cultivation of cotton nor the pur- 
chase of artificial fertilizers. Reports com- 
plain already of the siow Saie of phos- 
phates. Cotton culture in many places or 
the south must, therefore, decrease and 
make place to other productions of the 
soil, of mines and manufactures. Cotton 
spinning is paying much better in the 
south than cotton raising, and is bound to 
replace it in many sections. Cotton spin- 
ners in Europe are eating their cake now, 
after a while they will miss it. They push 
the south more and more to converting into 
yarn its cotton. This will be the unavoid- 
able consequence and punishment tor 
having countenahced one solitary, but false, 
estimate of the American crop. Capitalists 
will reflect that there is nothing like a 
really low price of such an article as cot- 
ton tor stimulating at the same time its con- 
sumption and decreasing its production.

ur. J. H. Thibadeau, who will represent 
the departments of Georgia and South Car 
elina at the national encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, to be held at 
Pittsburg next August, has returned to the 


3 "2, ioyalty to Atlanta has always been 
i. and in urging the claims of this 
eity, of which he has been a resident for 
the last twenty-four years, he will leave no 
gtene unturned and desist from no effort 
‘that ie caloulated to bring about the desir- 
ed end. 

Mr. Thibadeau, in company with Mr. J. 
Pr. Averill, another delegate to the encamp- 
ment which was held in Savannah last 
Monday, came up from the Forest City 
yesterday. They were both very much 

with the treatment accorded them 
by the people of Savannah, and especially 
with the fraternal intercourse enjoyed with 
their comrades of the army. 

“We had a delightful meeting,” said Mr. 
Averill, “and after the business of the day 
was finished we enjoyed the sights in rid- 
img over the city. Savannah is a typical 
eity of the old south, and her people are 
gourteous, brave and sympathetic.”’ 

Mr. hibadecau Is the Man. 

As the delegate to the next annual en- 
eampment Mr. Thibadeau has accepted an 
important trust, but it goes without saying 
that he is measured to its responsibility 
and will perform his duty well. 

“I intend to pull for Atlanta,"’ said he, 
“tooth and toenail. I have not, as yet con- 
sidered a thorough plan of presentation, 
but all of the arguments which can possi- 
bly be suggested will be grouped together 
and presenied in the most urgent way.

Labouchere’s Upinion of the Peers. 
From the London Truth. 

“The responsibility for thé acceptance of 
@ peer as prime minister rests upon the 
radicals. uniess a clear statement 1S Maue 
in the queen’s speech that we are to have 
a different policy regarding the house of 
lords than Lord Roseberry is supposed to 
entertain. Some of tne radicals will make 
it clear that they will decline the tinkering 
of the pernicious assembly of peers and that 
the rignt of that body to interfere with the 
nation must cease. Lord Roseberry’s pub- 
lic utterances with regard to Ireland are 
not at ali satisfactory. The secret with 
whicn Mr. Gludstone’s resignation and 
Lord Roseberry’s appointment was man- 
aged was clever, but most unfair. Had the 
proper time been given at least a hundred 
radicals would have protested against a 
peer premier. We have not only a peer pre- 
mier, but a peer in a poke. I do not object 
to any individual peer, because he was 
born in the purple, and if Lord Roseberry 
is really a radical the difficulty of his be- 
ing a peer may be surmounted by a bill al- 
lowing peers to renounce the priviege of the 
peerage in order that they may sit in the 
house of commons.’”’ 

Mr; Labouchere then proceeds to argue 
that the house .of commons cannot remain 
the ruling assembly while the premier is in 
the house of lords. In this connection he 
says: 

“We will not have real control over him, 
as we can only turn him out by a hostile 
vote at the cost of ruining the party. We 
are also idiots to suppose that the electors 
will not perceive the utter absurdity of our 
position when we appeal to rhe country 
with the battle cry of ‘the abolition of the 
lords.’ ”’ 

Mr. Labouchere concludes as follows: 

‘“T am now convinced that the radicals 
dearly love a lord. Love for and subser- 
viency to the titled is the weak spot in the 
Anglo-Saxon race. We are a race of snobs 
and are never happier than when indulging 
in an orgie of snobism.’’

MAJOR HANSON STIRRED THEM UP 


Bibb’s Demoorats Propose to Get Up «a 
Meeting to Answer the Major~ What 
the Prohibitionists Did. 


Macon, Ga., March 21.—(@pecial.)-—-The 
important detailed proceedings of the meet- 
ing of the executive committees of the Geor- 
gia State Prohibitfon Association, which was 
held in Macon yesterday, have not been 
published.

A subcommittee, consisting of A. A. De- 
Loach, of Atlanta; J. A. Scarboro, of At- 
lanta, and A. J. Hughes, of Norwood, was 
directed to consider and make a report 
upon the question of organizing a Southern 
Temperance Publication Society. 

The subcommittee made a report recom- 
mending the formation of such a society 
and the raising of funds for that purpose. 
The report was adopted and the measure 
was recommended to the approaching state 
prohibition convention, which will probably 
meet in Macon about the last of May, and 
a committee wads appointed to.draft @ cone 
stitution and by-laws in order to obtain 
a charter and set on foot the proposed 
publication society. The following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

“Resolved, That in all of our prohibition 
meetings collections be taken; the same to 
be forwarded to the treasurer, and by him, 
after consultation with two others appoint- 
ed by the president, applied to the circula- 
tion of our literature. Said committee shall 
also be authorized to solicit donations for 
the above purpose.” 

Also the following 
adopted: , 

‘That the treasurer be authorized to ex- 
pend not exceeding $100 for the purpose of 
securing such reprints in leaflet form of 
any timely articles wnich may appear in 
the papers for their distribution among 
the district organizers.”’ 

The district organizers appointed at the 
meeting of the association in Augusta in 
November last were urged to proceed with 
the work laid out for them by that conven- 
tion.

Ryan has a requisition that has been 
duly signed by Governor McKinley, of 
Ohio, but which lacks the autograph of 
Governor Northen, and while waiting for 
the result of the fight, the Cincinnati de- 
tective is quietly spending his time at the 
Aragon. 

The man who is wanted in Cincinnati is 
William A. Morgan, of Dawson, Ga., who 
disappeared from the Queen City a year 
ago, an embezzler to the extent of several 
thousand dollars. Morgan is originally a 
Georgia man, but he went to Cincinnati a 
few years ago and entered business. He 
did fairly well, and established a credit. Up 
to a year ago he occupied an important 
place with the large dry goods house of 
Voorheis, Miller & Co. 

Morgan disappeared a year ago, and his 

shortage was discovered. The most exhaust- 
ive search was made for him without re- 
sult until last week. Telegrams were sent 
in every direction, but Morgan escaped. 
_ Last week information was received in 
Cincinnati that Morgan was in Dawson, Ga., 
Where he had gone after leaving the Queen 
City, and established himself. He has be- 
come quite a prominent man there. Chief 
of Police Deitsche immediately telegraph- 
ed to Chief of Police J. C. Savage, of Daw- 
son asking the latter to arrest Morgan. 
Much to the surprise of the Cincinnati of- 
licials, Savage replied that he wouid not 
make the arrest until a requisition and 
warrant were sent him. ; 

When this telegram was received, it was 
decided to send here for Morgan. Detec- 
tive Ryan was equipped with a warrant 
and requisition, and reached Atlanta yester- 
day, He was notified before leaving for 
Dawson that a strong fight would be made 
against the issuance of the requisition by 
Governor Northen, and he decided to remain 
in the city until the tight was decided’ one 
way or the other. He regarded a trip to 
Dawson useless under the circumstances. 
Colonel Guerry, attorney for Mr. Morgan, 
wired yesterday that he would come to the 
city at once to fight the papers. 
Meantime Detective Ryan is enjoying the 
Sights of the city. He was taken for an ex- 
tensive drive over the city by Chief of De- 
tectives Wright yesterday afternoon. Ryan 
is one of the most interesting detectives in 
the country. He has been on the Cincinnati 
detective force for twenty years, and in 
that time has traveled many thousands of 
miles in pursuit of criminals. 

Ryan Says he was at the Columbus, O., 
penitentiary last week and Redwine was 
pointed out to him. 

‘Redwine had on striped pants, and I 
think he wore a prison shirt, but I am quite 


sure he wore a neat collar and tie,”’ said 
the detective.
